Winchester Royals   1979 – 2009

The Winchester Royals are one of 12 teams 
that make up the Valley Baseball League.  
The League participates as a wooden bat 
summer collegiate league that is funded 
in part by a donation from Major League 
Baseball.  Although the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association no longer has direct 
involvement with summer leagues, the 
league still operates under NCAA rules.

2009 marks the Winchester Royals’ 
31st  summer collegiate baseball season, 
introducing both great baseball to the 
Winchester community and a great 
community to the players and their 
families.  The players that make up the 
Royals are recruited from colleges and 
universities from all over the Country.  
Sponsorships and promotional advertising 
packages, as well as admission to games 
help fi nance the team’s expenses.  

Home for the Winchester Royals is 
Bridgeforth Field, a City of Winchester 
facility located in Jim Barnett Park.  
Bridgeforth is a lighted, 1500 seat stadium 
with an enclosed press box, concession 
stand and restrooms.  The team name 
Royals doesn’t come from the Kansas City 
Royals, but by way of the Bridgeforth 
family, owners of the local Royal Crown 
Cola bottling franchise.  The Bridgeforth 
family was the primary original benefactor 
and it is for them the Field is named
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Winchester joined the Valley Baseball 
League in 1979. The fi rst fi ve years in 
the League found the Royals franchise 
winning the Valley Baseball League 
Championship.  Over the 30-year span 
the Royals have won nine pennants; 
and thirteen League championships.  In 
addition, twenty-one former Royals 
have played or are now playing in the 
Major Leagues, most notably, Jimmy 
Key, Reggie Sanders, Mike Williams, 
Kevin Kouzmanoff, and Adam Everett.  
Kouzmanoff, Everett, and Kyle Snyder are 
currently playing on Major League teams.  
Many more are in the minor leagues 
working their way up to the “show”.

Many other former Royals have also gone 
on to become assistant and head baseball 
coaches at major universities, as Major 
League scouts, and in other baseball 
capacities.  Former Royals head coach, 
Dayton Moore (George Mason U.), is 
currently the  General Manager for the 
Kansas City Royals.

In the past 30 years the hard work and 
dedication of the volunteers, host families, 
local businesses, and the loyal fans have 
set the standards of winning baseball 
games and so much more.  This year, 
the successes, the defeats, the learning 
experiences, the friendships, and the 
lasting memories will become the 31st  
chapter of the Royals rich history.
